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Young Folks Spark City Growth 


Yorba Linda is a ‘‘young”’ city, not 


only in the number of years it has 


been incorporated, 8, but also in its 
population. Better than one third of 
the residents are under 18 years of 
age and the median age is 26. 
These and many other interesting 


\facts and statistics were gleaned 


from the special census conducted in 
January. 

The present population is 23,266 
whielt pegged the city as the fastest 
growing community in North 
Orange County. Ina six year period 
Yorba Linda’s population nearly 
doubled, from 11,856 to the new 
count. 

This increase of slightly more than 
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11,400 persons was the largest gain 
in actual people and percentage wise 
of any city in the NOC area. 

Of the 23,266 persons there is 
almost an even Jivision between 
males and females with the former 
having a slight edge, 11,662 to 
11,540. The city has 8,970 
inhabitants under 18 years of age 
with the males again outnumbering 
the females, 4,594 to 4,367. 

The edge shifts, however, in the 
65 and over bracket where 422 of the 
711 total figures are females, 
leaving a total of 288 mates. 

For some mysterious and 
unexplained reason the census 
listed a total 74 persons whose sex 


was ‘‘unknown’’. 

Employment of Yorba Linda 
residents is high with 9,398 working. 
Here the males just about double 
the females, 6,277 to 3,121. The 
number not in the labor force comes 
to 12,252 with women bettering the 
males 7,679 to 4,573 which would 
reflect the preponderance of the 
under 18 age group. Unemployment 
is set at a low 3.13 percent. 


Only 169 males and 125 females 
listed themselves as unemployed. 
The number of students 16 and over 
came to 1,230. Twenty eight 
persons were recorded as being in 
the military. 


Population per household was 
placed at 3.57 persons living in units 
other than the 292 ‘‘trailers’’. When 
that figure of 1.91 per trailer was 
added in the overall population per 
household was set at 3.50. 

The actual total income for 
families is somewhat inconclusive as 
2,313 or 34.80% did no respond. Of 
those that did to this question the 
largest number, 1,043 or 15.69%, 
said the income is in_ the 
$15,000-$19,999 range. 

The next highest number, 993, 
said they were realizing between 
$25 ,000-$49,999 followed closely by 
954 who are bringing in $20,000- 
$24,999. Ninety three responded 


that their income is $50,000 or more. 

Slightly more than 9% or 599 put 
total family income at $12,000- 
$14,999. The $8,000-$11,999 group 
had 366, the $5,000-$7,999 had 152, 
the $3,000-$4,999 had 70 and S51 said 
income was somewhere below 
$2,999. 

Most monthly house payments 
are between $150-$249 according to 
1,255 or 18.88% of the responses. 
Next highest percent was 14.64 or 
973 paying $250-$299 per month. 
There are goodly numbers making 
higher payments on up the scale to 
the point where 70 respondents said 
they are making payments of $600 or 
more a month.

The Yorba Linda Post Office has 
gained a dubious ‘‘honor,’’ having 
been selected as one of the ‘‘key 


locations’’ throughout the State 
which will be picketed on Friday, 
April 23. 


A communication from Branch 
1100, National Association of Letter 
Carriers, revealed the picketing 
plan. It said the purpose of the 
demonstration will be ‘‘to bring to 
the attention of the public the 
reasons for the deteriorating Postal 
Service.’’ 


According to the letter to this . 
newspaper, ‘‘These conditions have’. 


been brought on by run away. 
inflation and the current budget’ 
crunch. A resultant hiring freeze has 
forced mandatory overtime and the 
threat of cancelled vacations upon 
these workers.” 

The Branch, which is headquart- 
ered in Orange, claims that ‘‘carrier 
routes have been lengthened 
beyond 8 hours. Disability retire- 
ments, on the job injuries and early 
retirements have more than doubled 
with the remaining workers forced to 
absorb the work load.”’ 

Demonstrators will seek signa- 
tures on petitions that will support 
legislation designed to alleviate the 
crisis. They will also call on the 
public to create dialogue by 
contacting the news media, elected 
representatives, etc., to tell them 
what type of Postal Service they 
want.

As the city’s share in a pilot 
program aimed at providing an 
educational and recreational sum- 
mer program for trainable mentally 
retarded (TMR) youths, Yorba Linda 
City Council Monday night approv- 
ed allocations of $717 to cover 
participation by six residents. 

The program, to be conducted 
jointly by Yorba Linda, Brea, and 
Placentia, is proposed for a 
five-week period from Aug. 9 
through Sept. 10, City Administra- 
tor Arthur Simonian explained. 
Participation will be limited to 
youths under 21. 

According to Simonian, seven 
youngsters presently living in the 
city would qualify for the program. 
Four are currently attending a 
Saturday TMR program offered by 
Placentia. 

The proposal passed 4-1, 
Councilman Dale T. Chaput casting 
the no vote. 

‘‘No one wants to vote against 
something like this,’’ Chaput said, 
‘*but I would like to see a comparison 
(of per-person costs for other 
recreational programs) first.’’ 

“Of course this will cost more 
than other programs,’’ replied 
Councilman Whit Cromwell. ‘‘It’s a 
token cof our good faith in trying to 
understand the problems of groups 
like this.”’ 


Funds as approved will be 
allocated in the city’s 1976-77 
budget. 


In other action, the council--

Editorial Opinion 


Tight Rope Act 


There may not have been an outright violation of the Brown Act but in the 
minds of many observers the Yorba Linda City Council did a tight rope 
walking act around the edges of the Act in its procedures for filling two 
vacancies on the Planning Commission. 

The Brown Act, which has long required that councils conduct city 
business before the public except in certain cases dealing with personnel 
and major litigation, was recently amended to clarify discussions and actions 
regarding appointments by councils of persons to boards and commissions. 

The provisions of the codes by which council conducts business woyld 
have left the Commission with two vacancies for a longer period than 
desirable as the governmental body has been faced with an extraordinarily 
heavy work load. The Planning Director was concerned that with only three 
members the Commission would be unable to function if one of the three 


were not able to make a‘ meeting. 


Several suggestions on how to make swift appointments were advanced. 
The Council opted for one which would speed up the process and it received 
the blessing of the City Attorney as being within the scope of the Brown Act. 
It is this opinion which is subject to question. 

Twenty one persons interested in serving on the Commission filed 
applications and, under the plan adopted by the Council, got the impression 
that they were all to receive equal consideration which included being 


interviewed. 


However, it did not work out that way. Ten of the 21 were eliminated after 
their written applications were reviewed. Of the remaining 11, eight were 
interviewed in an open Council session. Two could not make the meeting and 
one had to leave before he could be heard. 

At least two non-interviewed candidates have publicly expressed their 
displeasure with the method employed by the Council. One of them has, as 
reported elsewhere in this edition, talked of investigating the legality of the 


Council’s methods and actions. 


When the Council invites applications and urges people to serve on boards 
and commissions it behooves them to give everyone equal consideration. 
‘‘Mickey Mouse’’ maneuvering in making appointments is going to turn off 
a lot of civic minded persons from giving serious thought to serving their 


city. 


The Brown Act was changed because councils in many places have been 
secretive about making appointments to boards and commissions. Skirting 
the Act seriously weakens the integrity of the Council.

Dear Editor: 

Since taking office I have received 
three anonymous letters regarding 
some of the positions taken by me on 
the City Council. One of these was a 
nicely written letter without 
profanities and_ raising some 
questions that I would have liked to 
answer directly. Since no address 
was given however, I would like to 
use this column to answer that 
individual. 


Dear Concerned Citizen: 

In any type of government, those 
individuals serving their constitu- 
ents, are called upon to make many 


excellent. Only 2.27% feels police 
service is below average and 3.61% 
rate it as poor. Almost 20% have not 
opinion. 

When the same question was 
asked about fire Department service 
the responses were similar but 
excellent received the largest 
percentage,20.93. Average was 
18.88% and above average 17.86. 
Again, below average and poor were 
very small percentages, 2.27 and 
1.11, respectively. Almost 25% had 
no opinion. 

The preferred method of payment 
to finance public parks is, according 
to the answers received, a bond 
issue. This is preferred by 26.86%. 
Another 12.76% would use a city 
tax. A citywide assessment district 
was favored by 8.56% while 3.25% 
opted for a utility tax. No parks are 
desired by 4.56% but 27.69% had no 
opinion. 

In submitting the report to the 
City Council the Planning Depart- 
ment noted that in general, Yorba 
Linda will benefit from the census. 
The last official estimate was 20,700 
in 1975. 


‘This is an advantage since many 
state revenues to the city, such as 
gas taxes, are based on the amount 
of population certified by D.O.F.’’.

HORSE 


This is number seven in 
the series of articles on 
Horsemanship written by 
Charis Nagel. In __ this 
installmént, she describes 
the ‘‘Slow Trot’’. 

“The trot is a two beat 
gait, which, when ridden 
western Style, is referred to 
as a ‘‘jog’’. The jog should 
be ridden with your seat 
deep in the saddle and just 
enough weight on your 
ankles to help absorb some 
of the motidn. The jog is the 
gait best suited, particular- 
ly when riding with feet out 
of the stirrups, for learning 
to be ‘‘with the horse’. 

It is a little faster than the 


normal walk. Unlike the 
walk, which is a smooth 
flowing gait, the slow 


trotting horse springs on 
_ diagonal legs, with two feet 
‘in the air and two on the 


ground. 
The effect on the rider is a 
series of rapid, vertical 


motions. Consequently, any 
stiffness on the part of the 
rider creates a strain and a 
feeling of insecurity. 

On the other hand, if the 
rider maintains balance and 
relaxes every muscle, he 
will find himself riding at 
ease and rapidly developing 
suppleness and a good seat.

TALES 


The importance of spend- 
ing much time riding at the 
slow trot can hardly be 
overemphasized as a means 
of learning the balanced 
seat, since the rider 
becomes extremely uncom- 
fortable and insecure if his 
upper body leans backward 
or if he attempts to grip with 
the knees. 

To alleviate discomfort, 
the rider is forced to 
experiment with position 
until he finds that a slight 
forward inclination of the 
upper body, with weight 
resting on inner thighs, 
magically produces a secure 
and comfortable seat. 

For this reason, even the 
most experienced riders 
should devote even more 
time to this gait. Time spent 
in slow trotting will pay 
great dividends in making 
rapid progress as a rider. 


Because of the sharp 
up-and-down motion, the 
position of the body 


changes in relation to the 
horses mouth. The elbows 
must be flexible and act asa 
hinge so that a constant soft 
feel is maintained on the 
reins. Stiff elbows will 
result in jabbing the horses 
mouth at every other step.
